Secondly,Danger from miſcarrying,there is much 
of that likewiſe in it, being a matter of very great 
conſequence and concernment in it's own nature. 
And this is a moſt ſure rule and obſervation, That 
thoſethings which are moſt excellent in themſelves, 
and right improvement, are commonly r oſt dange- 
rous intheir miſcarrying and diſappointment ; Thus 
x 15 here 1n this byſineſs whereot we now ſpeak, as 
to the adminiftiration of Juſtice.
